Washington, Feb. 27.—By an order 
addressed to the Isthmian canal com­ 
mission President Roosevelt, as far 
as lay In his power under exis’ing 
law, 
transferred 
to 
tho 
engineer 
branch of tho army the responsibility 
for the further construction of tho 
Panama canal. 
He also, in the same 
order, which took the form of a letter 
addressed to tho chairman of the com­ 
mission. Mr. Shonto, himself about to 
retire from all connection with tho 
enterprise, 
formally 
recorded 
the 
abandonment, for tho present at least, 
of the project of having the canal 
work done by contract on the percent­ 
age system. 
Another feature of the order was 
the announcement of the resignation 
of John F. Stevens as engineer in 
chargo of the canal construction. 
Mr. Shouts is in New York, where 
he will preside at the coming meet­ 
ing of tho directors of the Panama 
Railroad campany, of which he is 
president, and will, it 
Is expected, 
formally resign off.ee. 
The intention of the president is 
that there shall be an entire reorgan­ 
ization of the commission with three 
array officers of the engineer corps, 
its leading members, wrho are to have 
charge of tho engineering features of 
the canal work. 
Tho chairman and 
engineer in chief of the commission 
will be Major G. W. Goethals and his 
asstkcintes will be Major D. Du B. 
Galliard and Major William L. Sibert, 
to rank in tho order named. 
Thes*"* 
officers are all comparatively young, 
ambitious and energetic members of 
tho corps. 
The reorganization is to become 
effectivo 
immediately upon the con­ 
firmation and retirement of the old 
commission. 
Blackburn Gce3 on Commission. 
Senator Joseph C. S. Blackburn of 
Kentucky, who retires from the United 
States senate on March 4, is 
to be 
made a member 
of the reorganized 
commission. 
The nominations of the 
present commissioner 
now pending 
before 
the senate 
include 
Messrs. 
Shouts, 
Stevens, 
Haines, 
Endicott, 
Herreid, Gorgas 
and Jackson 
Smith. 
Their confirmation is desired in order 
to remove ai! doubt as to the legality 
of certain acts they have performed in 
conner lion with tho 
making of con­ 
tracts. 
The 
retirement 
of 
Messrs. 
Shunts and Stevens will leave but two 
vacancies, so that there will be two 
more retirements necessary to make 
way for the three army officers and 
Senator Blackburn. 
As he told his callers the president 
is determined that the 
work on the 
canal proceed continuously and thor­ 
oughly and 
the temporary “disloca­ 
tions” which may come as a result of 
the resignations 
of higher 
officials 
will not be allowed to interfere with 
' progress. 
The president ie*- unaware of tile 
specific reasons which have been in­ 
fluential in prompting 
Mr. Stevens’ 
resignation. 
It 
surprised 
him very 
much, for as late as the middle of De­ 
cember, when he was here, Mr. Ste­ 
vens made no mention of his wish to 
retire in the near future. 
It has been 
known, however, that Mr. Stevens has 
been stung very much 
by criticisms 
aimed at him in connection with canal 
work and 
he has been 
disposed to 
complain somewhat about them. Some 
of this crticism came out during hear­ 
ings before committees of congress. 
The salary question also is understood 
to have bad an important bearing on 
his retirement. 


Stevens Gets a Better Job. 


Tt Is understood that Mr. Stevens is 
leaving the government’s service to 
accept a position in connection witli a 
great engineering enterprise In thi * 
country at an annual salary more than 
double that he now' receives from the 
government, lits friends contend that 
he baa, by a year and a half's personal 
experience with the work. removed all 
doubt as to the feasibility of the con­ 
struction of the Panama canal in ac­ 
cordance with the plans upon which 
the work is 
row progressing. 
The 
organization of the forces on the Isth­ 
mus, they Bay, 
Is excellent, and the 
president in .' is letter pronounces his 
satisfaction. 
Hr. Stevens is said to 
believe the’ he etui now terminate his 
connection with this great enterprise 
without in any way jeopardizing its 
success. 
For several weeks it has been ru­ 
mored here that Mr. S t e v e n s was dis­ 
satisfied with tile plan of letting the 
canal work out by contract, but as ex­ 
plained by a member of the cabinet. 
Mr. Stevens 
really proposed 
to th e 
president tho adoption of this method 
of construction of the canal. 
One of 
the reasons alleged by the president 
for abandoning the project was that 
its author was about to withdraw from 
all connection with the canal work. 
The probability is that the adminis­ 
tration may determine to cive out the 
work to be done at the Isthmus under 
contract under the general direction 
of the army engineers. 
After Major 


Goethals and his army associates have 
been at the Isthmus sufficient time to 
oecome fully acquainted with the work 
to be done, they will submit a report 
on the situation to the president. 
If 
they feel that the work can be better 
done by contract than under the sys­ 
tem now in vogue, the question will 
again be considered by the president 
and, as he says in his letter, the serv- 
ices of the same 
high class contrac­ 
tors whose bids are now' rejected or 
others of similar standing may then 
be invoked iii the interest of economy 
and speed.

Another hole bottoms in ore at a 
depth of TIO feet and still another in ore 
at a depth of TX* feet. 
All of the nine 
holes were put down without a casing. 
It is claimed that, had tho holes been 
cased, the asays of tho ores would have 
been several per co nt better. 
The ton­ 
nage likely to bo shown up there is 
something astounding. 
For depth and 
extent, nothing liko it has been found 
in Minnesota. 
Mr. Magoffin will cont.ane drilling 
and it is stated that the land-; 
under 
option will bo paid for at the required 
price of $200 an acre. 
'They are not so 
very far from Serpent lake, and show 
very little magnetic attraction. 


George ll. Crosby, the plumed knight 
of Duluth promoters, was very 
promi­ 
nent and aggressive on tho Cuyuna j 
range for many months. 
While he re 
tains interests there, he has done no 
work for nearly a year. 
About a year 
ago, most of his holdings were turned 
over to the Zeno Iron company, sup­ 
posed to be a blood relation to the Ze­ 
nith Furnace company of West Duluth.
